Not only Is parental delinquency very often 
the cause of troubles children encounter In 
later life, but our schools, our courtj and In' 
adequate laws are respotulble to an extent 
because they are not set up properly to cope 
with the problem. 

As waa brought out In the ucond of the 
BBrleo of Lincoln PTA-sponsored meetlnss, 
Idaho's Juvenile code law Is entirely Inade- 
q^ftte and the iRCt that It haa not bsen alteT- 
ed alnce 1911 Indicates a general lacic of In- 
terest for a long period of time. 

The way the average errant Juvenile's case 
" Is processed through our probate courts con- 
trlbutea Ittt le as a solution to a serious and 
steatiuy growing proBleinrMimT-of-Tn 
bate Judges, as Probate Judge Jake Wall of 
Rupert has pointed out, are not qualified, 
because of lock of special training, to handle 
the Juvenile coses that come before them. 

Under our present laws, the probate Judge 
hu one of three alternatlves—sctidlns the 
juvenile delinquent to an Industrial school, 
releasing him, or placing him on probation 
to the sheriff. The sherltti' office], as a rule, 
are not aet up to give such supervlilon prop- 
erly. 

8o, looking at the problem from almost any 
angle, it's a serious matter In Idaho, 

Ah some have suggested, the Ideal solution 
might be special educational facilities for 
such so-called problem children; special com- 
nltteM ^adeir^iff oi tutned vo^ntovn, to 
,wlitch corrective mewures for JnTenllo di' 
llnquents might be entrusted. 

The approach, it should be apparent to 
- everyone, must be along Unas of constructive 
rehabilitation, rather than the usual resort 
to out-moded. Ineffective punitive measures. 

It ts well that organlcatlons llico the Lin- 
coln PTA are heading up a movement to ex- 
plore all the Intricacies ot the mental and 
emotional health of children. It must be- 
come a science unto itself. In which all these 
m&ny cnaes ore studied and classllled Indi- 
vidually, with a proper understanding of 
What malces for all ot these childhood Irreg- 
ularities In the first place. 

Once ws have a better understanding of 
those things that have a tendency to warp 
youngster's lives, we'll also be coming closer 
to finding the answer to the underlying 
causes ol such related .problems as crime, 
alcoholism and sex perversion. 

Idaho should lose no more time in taking 
active steps, not only to overcome a long per- 
iod of negligence along these Un^s. but to 
keep abreast of modem methods of coping 
with these problems.
